Another member of the Com- 
merce Committee, Senator White

our hands and quit absolutely in 
any effort to have a merchant ma- 
rine, or this situation has got to be 
dealt with drastically and immedi- 
ately.” 

Conditions on American ships 
were termed “insufferable” by Sen- 
ator Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan. 
During committee hearings he 

questioned . representatives of the 
State and Commerce men 
and the Maritime

Senator Maloney (Dem.), Connec- 
ticut, suggested to reporters that 
part of the cause of disorder among 
seamen resulted from antiquated 
American ships and “the fact that 
these men have been subjected, in 
some instances, to conditiens that 
amount to serfdom.” 

Calls Hearings Prosecution. 

Dmerson, the C I O maritime 
union spokesman, particularly crit- 
icised testimony of an unidentified 
ship captain, which the Commerce 
Committee made public Saturday. 

“It is obvious why his name was 
suppressed,” Emerson said. “It is 
not because, as he has been in- 
structed to say, he would be killed 
(which is ridiculous), but rather 
because his statements will not bear 
scrutiny. eee 

“He says, for example, that sea- 
men go to sea because a ship af- 
fords a means of transportation to 
obtain cheap liquor and women. 
Does he think that seamen would | 
endure the appalling conditions 
aboard ship just to get to port 
where liquor is sold for a few cents 
less than at home? Does he main- 
tain that women in foreign ports 
are more attractive to the sailors 
than domestic women?” 


Emerson charged that the com- 
mittee hearings had become “an out 
and out prosecution of American 
seamen—with even the most rudi- 
mentary rules of evidence thrown 
to the winds.” 


Attempt te Unite Sea-Going Unions

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17.—An 
attempt to unite many of the coun- 
try’s major sea-going unions into a 

“solid front” organization similar 
to that which carried out the mem- 
orable Pacific Coast maritime 
strikes of 1984 and 1936 began here 
yesterday under CIO auspices. 

Delegates representing Atlantic, 
Gulf, Great Lakes and Pacific Coast 
units, claiming a membership of 
more than 100,000 men, gathered for 
a series of conferences at which 
they will draw up a constitution 
and plan for future unity of unions 
embracing “unlicensed” ship work- 
ers. All units concerned are actual 
or prospective affiliates of John L. 
Lewis’ Committee for Industrial 
Organization.

This Body Will Rule Russia 
When the Two-House 
Legislature Is Not in Ses-

MOSCOW, Jan. 17.—Michael Ka- 
Unin was unanimously chosen chair- 
man of the presidium of the Su- 


preme Soviet today, thus retaining 
under the new constitution the post 
he has held since 1923. Joseph Sta- 
lin, secretary-géneral of the Com- 
munist party, was named a mem- 
per of the presidium, ‘Kalinin, as 
chairman of the Central Executive 
Committee, has been titular head 
of the Soviet Government although 
Stalin has had all of the power. 
The selections were made by the 
Supreme Soviet, which was elected 
Dec. 12 and convened Jan. 12. 
Vyacheslav Molotov was chosen 
chairman of the council of people’s 
commissars, the Soviet Cabmet, a 
position similar to the one he held 
under the old constitution. 
After empowering Molotov to 
name a new council of commissars, 
the Soviet adjourned until Wednes- 
day. The session gave a rising 
vote of confidence in the commis- 
sars after a joint message offering 
their resignations had been read. 
The two houses—Soviet of the 
Union and Soviet of Nationalities— 
met in joint session to name the 
presidium, consisting of a chair- 
man, 11 vice-chairmen, a secretary 
and 24 members.

VER 13 months have passed 

since Gen. Franco's troops were 

thrown back after entering the 
outskirts of Madrid, Since then 
Madrid has successfully resisted 
the rebel onslaught: 13 months of 
heroic resistance by the troops, 13 
months of unparalleled courage 
and endurance by the people of 
Madrid. Never has a city of near- 
ly a million people lived through 
what Madrid has lived. Today, 
Madrid may feel the physical strain 
of it, but its spirit is unbroken. 

Until last spring air raids were 

a frequent occurrence; since then 
these air raids have ceased com- 
pletely. But once, twice, three 
times a week, sometimes day after 
day, the capital is shelled from 
rebel batteries to the north, west 
and south. On three sides Madrid 
is surrounded by rebel trenches 
and only the east is open. 

Only Eastern Exit Is Open. 


Will this bottle-neck ever be 
closed through another. this time 
more successful, offensive at Gua- 
dalajara? That is one of the 
most vital questions on which the 
whole future ,course of events in 
Spain will depend. The fact that 
only the eastern exit is open and 
that Madrid is connected with the 
rest of Spain only by road does 
not make it easy to supply it with 
food. But, considering the enor- 


mous difficulties, the Government 


has dealt with the problem in a 
highly creditable manner, and the 
food situation in Madrid today is, 
if‘ anything, considerably. better 
than it was two or three months 
ago. 

But Madrid’s resistance has been 
not only passive. Immense improve- 
ments have been made in fortifying 
the outskirts of the city; the 
trenches around Madrid are in- 
comparably more solid than they 
were six months ago, and the fact 
that air raids have ceased and 
that the rebels now resort only to 
the more cowardly but less deadly 
method of shelling shows that there 
are a sufficient number of chaser 
planes and anti-aircraft guns to 
discourage the bombing of Madrid 
from the air. ~ 


New Railway Being Built. 

Further, a new railway line is 
being rapidly built to connect the 
Madrid-Guadalajara line with Al- 
bacete and the southeast. 

“If a year ago, when we were, 
materially, almost undefended, 
Franco was unable to take Madrid, 
how can he possibly take it now?” 
I have heard no end of people in 
Madrid make this reflection. 

We stayed in the Hotel Victoria. 
five minutes’ walk from the Puerta 
del Sol. Most foreign visitors stay 
there now. In the guide-book it is 
well down the list, and it is rather 
dark and dingy, like the station 
hotel in a second-rate English town, 
with a doddering old night porter 
at the door. But the Palace and 
the Ritz have been turned into hos- 
pitals, and the Florida, in the Gran 
Via, which used to be the principal 
vistors’ hotel until a few months 
— is too much exposed to shell - 
ng. a 

Situation Helps Hotel. 

The windows of the Victoria face 
east (the best direction) and south 
(the second best). For, in Madrid, 
with the shelling coming mainly 
from the north and west, there are 
degrees in the security (or insecur- 


ity) of houses, just as there are also 
parts of the town-—said to be large 


ly inhabitated by Franco sympa- 
thizers—which have suffered far 
less than others. No place, how- 
ever, is as perfectly safe as the un- 
derground vaults of the Bank of 
Spain. It was in this exclusive 
place that we attended the lunch- 
eon that Gen. Miaja gave in honor 
of Mr. Attlee, Mr. Noel-Baker and 
Miss Wilkinson, The famous sol- 
dier, enormously popular in Madrid, 
looks like a kindly old Bishop. 
Author Collects Shell 

That first night in Madrid we 
went to see an American author, 
one of the three remaining tenants 
of the Hotel Florida. We groped 


‘four way along a dark, narrow 


street, stumbling once or twice over 
piles of wreckage, for there had 
been some shelling that afternoon. 
The Florida forms the angle of two 
of the principal Madrid avenues, 
and the side facing northwest is 
almost completely wrecked. The 
room occupied by the author is on 
the first floor in the southeast cor- 
ner of the hotel, the only “relative- 
ly” safe room in the place. He 
takes a boylike joy in collecting all 
the bits of shell that have landed 
in the Florida, and labels them lov- 
ingly according to the number of 
the room which they had wrecked. 
One of the duds that had landed in 
the Florida has now been turned 
into an electric lamp on his desk, 


That night there were two other 
people in the.room. One was “John 
the Greek,” who spoke a boister- 
ously New York-Greek jargon, and 
who had not yet fully recovered 


from the shock of being buried by 


a shell which had at the same time 
killed five of his comrades in the 
International The other 


Brigade. 
was a young American poet, Evan 


S., shot through the thigh at Bru- 
nete, a delicate consumptive boy, 
quiet and modest. He was going 

ck to the front, against “doctor’s 
orders.” 


It was cold and sunny the next 
morning, and we went down to the 
Puerta del Sol. It is a sort-of Pic 
cadilly Circus of Madrid, and, like 
Piccadilly Circus, undistinguished 
by any outstanding monument or 
building. A big yellow block of of- 
fices on the north side had been 
completely gutted by a bomb; noth- 
ing was left but the bare walls, with 
the sky showing through the glass- 
less windows. But the other houses 
seemed moderately intact or had, 
rather, been patched up. Franco 
has a predilection for the Puerta 
del Sol. Last New Year’s eve, on 
the stroke of 12, 12 shells landed 
there—an example of rebel humor. 

Business as Usual...” 
at morning, however, the tram- 
jingled and the motors hooted 
as they would anywhere else, 


‘though the place were barely a mile 


away from the enemy trenches. 
On the bookstalis along the pave- 
ments there were large piles of the 
seven or eight daily papers pub- 
lished (on rather gray paper) in 
Madrid. There were some blank 
spaces—the work of the cénsorship 
—in the Anarchist paper. 

The shoe cleaners were doing a 
brisk trade on the north side of the 
Puerta at the foot of the wrecked 
yellow house, and we got the best 
shoeshine in the world for our 60 
centavos. All the shops except 
those selling foodstuffs were well 
stocked. In the wine stores there 
were respéctable arrays of bottles, 
including genuine French cham- 
pagne at 25 pesetas; and there must 
be enough shirts and shoes and ties 
and handkerchiefs—some in Re- 
publican and even Anarchist colors 
—to last a generation. 

Groceries Scarce in Store. 

But food shops looked rather mis- 
erable; for instance, a famous gro- 
cery store to which we went, in the 
Calle Alcala, had little to show ex- 
cept bottles of wine and one big 
bag of rice, part of its contents 
wrapped up in little half-pound par- 
cels, and innumerable bottles and 
jars of Worcester sauce, mustard 
and pickles! 

But the cafes are crowded, 
though one seldom sees people eat- 
ing anything there except an oc 
casional handful of olives or an 
unappetizing bit of underdone 
mule flesh. Even privileged visi- 
tors sometimes eat surprising 
things in Madrid. 

One morning our breakfast at 
the Victoria was a distinct fail- 
ure, for, instead of tea or coffee, 
we had rashly asked for chocolate. 
It looked thick and luscious, but 
the very first sip suggested some- 
thing British. It was not choco- 
late, but porridge, or, rather, thin- 
ly diluted oatmeal, with a little 
chocolate flavoring. 

But one soon becomes used to 
such disappointments, and the peo- 
ple of Madrid who have suffered 
worse things than these, are curi- 
ously cheerful. Even when there is 
no actual shelling one never céases 
to hear the guns booming, or at 
least some rifle shots, or the pat- 
pat-pat of a machine gun a mile 
away. And yet almost every night 
from my room I could hear loud, 
boisterous, slightly drunk, singing 
in the street outside. 

Supremely War-Conscious. 

Madrid is supremely war-con- 
scious, In the food queues there is 
far 1 grumbling than in Barce- 
lona, where grumbling is often de- 
liberately stimulated by agents pro- 
vocateurs. In Madrid such tactics 
do not work. Madrid is also strange- 
ly cheerful. 

Ten thousand people have been 
killed by bombs and shells, but peo- 
ple do not speak of the dead; every- 
body will prefer to tell you of his 
own miraculous escape. It makes 
for optimism. So also does the 
important fact that children, at any 
rate, are getting enough to eat. 
These healthy children playing in 
the streets of Madrid are a truly 
happy sight. And what is more 
cheerful on a fine day than the 
wide, sunlit avenue of the Prado 
and the Castellan, where one still 
sees some old horse cabs standing 
in a rank. 

City Kept Clean. N 

Madrid is a clean city, and th 
rubbish carts are active every 
morning. In the wide eastern ave- 
nues—finer almost than the 
Champs Elysees—the Prado Mu- 
seum is closed to visitors, the best 
pictures have been taken to Va- 
lencia and other places and the 
rest being carefully stored in the 
basement; the statues in the streets 
are carefully covered up with brick 
masonry, with a little Republican 
flag flying on top of these strange 
pyramids. 

The large building of the General 
Postoffice is badly damaged by 
bombs and shells, but people con- 
tinue, as usual, to drop their let- 
ters into the boxes, ) 

And, strangest of all, the Zoo goes 
on as before and is open to the 
public on Sundays.

Declines Seat of New Jersey’s Gov- 


lect A. Harry Moore of- 
fered his seat in the United States 
Senate to Mayor Frank Hague of 
Jersey City today as a birthday 
present, but Hague turned it down.

100 Additional Soldiers and Con- 
stabularymen Sent to Pam- 
pagna Sugar Fields. 

MANILA, Jan. 17.—Army author- 

ities sent 100 additional troops and 
constabularymen to Pampagna 
Province today as the strike situa- 
tion in the sugar fields and mills 
became what they termed “more 
menacing.” 
A general strike was ordered yes- 
terday in protest against the arrest 
of 129 “lie down” strikers in a Gov- 
ernment-owned stone quarry.

DE VALERA CONFER 
(WT BRITISH PREMIER 


Irish Prime Minister Said to 
Have à Plan for Federation 
With Ulster. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan, 17. — Anglo-Irish 
negotiations on trade, defense and 
political issues began today. 

Prime Minister Eamon de Valera 
and his Irish Ministers went into 
the conference with British Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain, de- 
termined to raise the question of 
Ireland's present partition into two 
Governments—Eire (Ireland) and 
Ulster (Northern Ireland.) 

A joint communique issued after 
the conferees had been together 
from lunch time until 6:30 p. m. 
said “a general survey of outstand- 
ing questions affecting the relations 
between the two countries was be- 
gun.” The conference adjourned un- 
til noon tomorrow. 

Hundreds of men and women 
gathered in Downing street as De 
Valera and the other Ministers ar- 
rived for the official luncheon 
which opened the conference. The 
crowd was held at the Whitehall 
end of historic little Downing street 
by the police. 

Earlier, in preparation for the 
meeting which may bring truce to 
the long Irish-English struggle, 
Chamberlain conferred with other 
members of the British Cabinet, in- 
cluding Malcolm Macdonald, Sec- 
retary for Dominion Affairs; Sir 
Samuel Hoare, Home Secretary, and 
Sir Thomas Inskip, Minister for 
Co-ordination of Defense. 

De Valera broke a well-estab- 
lished precedent for dominion pre- 
miers by failing to call at Buck-

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A MOVE FOR HONEST WEIGHTS. 

The City Weights and Measures Department makes 
about 100,000 inspections a year. From May, 1933, 
to October, 1937, it condemned 1546 scales and pumps, 
corrected 1468 others and confiscated 614. In this 
period, there were 473 arrests for using false weights 
and measures, and 224 convictions, with fines total- 
ing $8260. 

These facts, reported in a pamphlet just issued by 
the department, show that it has been alert and vig- 
orous. Nevertheless, consumers still make occasion- 
al complaints of having been cheated by short; weight- 
ing or measuring. To run down the cases which 
evade its inspectors, the department now urges that 
citizens report euch instances, and preserve the ‘mer- 
chandise as evidence. Here is an opportunity for 
consumers to serve their own interests by means of 
vigilance. If the practice is widely adopted, the 
minority of cheats and chiselers will be forced to de- 
cide that honesty is the best policy. 
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TAXES AND BUSINESS IN CANADA. 
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A GLIMPSE. INTO THE INCUBATOR. 


Up in Canada, industry is complaining of taxes, 
in pretty much the same language that Washington 
is hearing. The Canadian Government is being 
told that its policy of heavy taxation is retarding 
economie recovery. 

There is a difference, though. In Canada, the 
spokesman of industry’s grievances is a Government 
agency. It is the National Employment Commission, 
operating under the Ministry of Laber. Its job is to 
solve the Dominion’s unemployment problem. It is 
doing it, apparently, without regard for any official 
sensibilities. The head of the commission is Arthur 
B. Purvis, managing director of Canadian Industries, 
Ltd., reputedly the country’s highest-salaried busi- 
ness executive. 

Mr. Purvis’ procedure was strictly in the business 
manner. He set out first of all to get the facts and 
figures. A canvass of the industrial field produced 
the information. Enterprise after enterprise report- 
ed having to defer extensions and improvements be- 
cause of heavy taxation. On the showing, it was 
calculated that Canadian industry is now ready to 
expend $78,000,000 in expansion or betterments if 
the tax load is lifted. Such investment, it is com- 
puted, would give industry the final impetus needed 
to achieve complete recovery. 

The commission has relayed its findings to the 
Government. It proposes that the Government remit 
corporation income taxes to the amount in which 
any industry undertakes a modernization program. 
It contends that any loss from reduced taxes would 
be offset by the saving in relief expenditures accru- 
ing from increased employment.

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HISTORY’S SAD ESTATE.

There is no ground whatever for 
thinking that the United States 
would fight for the integrity of 
China or for the independence of 
Central Europe, for the preserva- 
tion of democracy abroad or for 
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trade agreemen e 

om are even more significant. 
If they are successful, and one can 
hardly imagine a British Govern- 
ment foolish enough to let them fail, 
the effect will be to augment con- 
siderably the economic interdepend- 
ence not only of United King- 
dom and the Uni States, but of 
the United States and the domin- 
ions. 

For in substance such an agree- 
ment must mean more American 
exports of farm products and raw 
materials to the British Isles, more 
exports of British manufactures to 
the United States, more exports of 
Amerfcan manufactures to Canada, 
more exports of Canadian primary 
products to this country. Thus the 
effect of the agreement will in the 
end make the British common- 
wealth and the United States de- 
pend much more upon one another 
for the maintenance of a higher 
standard of life, and, as respects 
the United Kingdom, for the very 
necessities of life.

Obviously, the two great English 
pebples could not afford 
to become so interdependent if each 
could not count upon the other to 
keep its end of the bargain as a 
permanent basis of its national 
policy. Therefore, in order to con- 
summate this great agreement, it 
will be necessary for all political 
parties in both nations to indorse 
it and pledge themselves to main- 
tain it as something beyond the 
reach of ordinary partisan politics. 
That pledge will put a most im- 
portant seal upon the solidarity of 

the free nations.

SOCIETY FORMED TO PROMOTE 


MERCY KILLING OF INCURABLES 


Organization Headed by Dr. C. F. 

Potter, New York, to Seek to 

Legalize Its Aims. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 17. — An 
American society to spread the 
principle of mercy killing for per- 
sons suffering from incurable dis- 
ease has been formed here, The 
organization is the National Society 
for the Legalization of Euthanasia. 
It is headed by Dr. Charles Francis 
Potter, leader of the first Humanist 
society of New York. The advisory 
board includes 49 American and 
British physicians, ministers, edu- 
cators and authors. 

Dr. Potter described the move- 
ment as ah outgrowth of the policy 
of the Humanist Society, “which 
fosters and assists all projects for 
human betterment.” 

The same humanitarian impulse 
which animates the workers for 
birth control, namely, that children 
may be properly born, extends to 
the end of life as well, so that we 
desire that human beings in great 
suffering may have an easy death,” 
Dr. Potter said. 

The society will urge euthanasia 
for incurable imbeciles, as well as 
the incurably sick, and will foster 
legislation to that end. | 

Dr. Potter said directors of the 
new society included: John H. 
Comstock of Lincoln, Neb.; Dr. 
Frank H. Hankins of Smith Cok 
lege; Dr. Clarence Cook Little, pres- 
ident of the American Birth Con- 
trol League and managing director 
of the American Society for the 
Control of Cancer; Dr. George H. 
Parker of Harvard University; Dr. 
Inez C. Philbrick of Dayton, O., and 
Dr. Walter F. Willcox of Corneil 
University.

market went under the hammer 
Thursday. 4 


for more than half a century as a 
great primary market for draft 
mules and horses, the market be- 
came internationally known during 
World War days. Buyers for the 
remount services of the allied ar- 
mies purchased hundreds of thou- 
‘sands of horses for service in 
France. Horses which trotted 
dingy 
old sheds, then known as the Marsh 
sales barns, a few weeks later 
floundered through the loblollies of 
Flanders dragging artillery or were 
sent to the cavalry or the service 
of supply. : 

Horse swarmed through 
the nation, looking for sturdy ani- 
mals for, the artillery and draft 
work, and lighter ones for riding 
purposes. The animals were shipped 


to Galesburg from every state, al- 


though most of them came from 
Middie-Western farms and Western 


ranges. ‘ 

The sales started early and last- 
ed late, and often the purchased 
animals were shipped eastward by 
the trainload for Europe-bound 
transports. , 

In more peaceful years, the sales 
were held weekly, each Tuesday 
afternoon. At these sales, especial- 
ly in the early spring, farmers com- 
peted with buyers for city truckers 
for draft animals. 

The sales ring was deep in the 
huge barns, which were a city block 
in length. The autioneer’s stand 
stood like a pulpit at one end, and 
a. semi-circle of whitewashed 
bleachers filied all but a small 
place where the horses were trot- 
ted through the ring, “showing off 
their paces.” 

The advent of the gasoline trac- 
tor superseded the use of horses 
and mules and the market and sales 
dwindled. For a time, the inevita- 
ble was postponed by holding reg- 
ular sales of all kinds of livestock, 
but this failed to pay and the mar- 
ket’ became insolvent several 
months ago. :

Neely said the subcommittee at 
its meeting this week, probably 
Thursday, would hear witnesses 
wanting to ask for or oppose an 
investigation.

BRASHEAR FREIGHT LINES 
NLRB HEARING STARTS 


A hearing on charges that the 
Brashear Freight Lines, Inc., vio- 
lated the Wagner Act in the main- 
tenance and repair department of 
its terminal at 527 South Theresa 
avenue began in the Federal Build- 
ing today before Trial Examiner 
Joseph Keirnan of the National La- 
bor Relations Board. 

The board charges that the truck- 
ing concern discouraged member- 
ship in the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, an A. F. of L. 
affiliate, by firing three workers 
for their activity in the union and 
by other unfair labor practices, The 
complaint alleges the company 
failed to bargain collectively with 
the union, although a majority of 
the 10 employes in the department 
were members. The union called 
a strike last July 23 and has con- 
tinued to picket the terminal. 

In its answer, the company de- 
nies all the charges, asserting that 
two of the employes were dis- 
charged for cause and one quit 
because. of an eye injury. If any 
foreman made remarks hostile to 
the union as the board charges, he 
did so without authority from the 
company, the answer states. 

The hearing is expected to re- 
quire several days.

That is why a child 
ought to begin the day in a way 
that will give him that good start 
which insures the good day. 

School children ought to rise ear- 
ly enough to get their. morning 
duties done without hurry, and with 
thoroughness. The first tasks are 
those of personal care. Bathing, 
dressing, thorough grooming’ are 
duties to be taken seriously. No 
skimping. . 

This done, every child ought to 
leave his room in shape for the 
day's cleaning. windows 
opened wide, the bed clothes shaken 
out for airing, all clothes hung or 
folded and put where they belong. 
A child's room should be his morn- 


ing that hastily brushed hair, care- 
lessly tied shoes, half-cleaned nails, 
uhtidy room leave with him, he is 
starting with a heavy handicap. 
The premise of his ddy is not 
bright. : 
Sometimes mothers say, “I'd rath- 
er get them out and do the things 
myself.“ That means that the 
household routine has not been 
wel set, If it were the children 
would each have a duty to per- 


make their mother’s work lighter 
and her day happier. If children 
are trained to do their morning 
chores, right from the start, morn- 
ings will be very much easier for 
their mothers. 

A group of children, getting off 
to school in the morning, always 
make their presence known. No 
routine works so smoothly that 
there are no complaints about 
brothers who use all the milk; 
sisters who borrow caps; calis for 
help; appeals to find lost articles, 
last-minute demands for  signa- 
‘tures, ticket money, requests for 
permission for this treat or that 
necessity. All will be heard, some- 
times all at one time. But the 
routine will hold its own and, in 
time, produce the order and the 
peace to the degree permitted by 
healthy children. 

This first hour is trying for the 
mother who has to go through with 
it. She works to the limit of her 
nervous energy as she counsels, 
commands, praises, helps and 
serves. After the door closes on the 
last one she should let the house 
rest and do the same for herself. 
A half-hour of quiet after the 
storm of the morning start will 
make the rest of the day easier. 


The work the children do is not 
important to the household routine 
as work. The mother, who says 
she could do it in half the time 
with one tenth the bother is about 
right. But the habit of morning 
routine, the establishment of morn- 
ing duties weli-performed, is of 
chief importance to the character 
growth of the children.
